AN ACT 


To ri'giilat, the use or Artesian Wells 
and to prevent the Waste ofNnbtera* 
iiean Waters in Nauta Clara aud Los 
Angeles Counties. 


S e c . 1. Any Artesiau well which is 
not capped or furnished with such 
mechanical appliance as will readily 
and effectively arrest aud prevent the 
flow of water from such well is hereby 
declared to be a public nuisance. The 
owner, tenant or occupant of the land 
upon which such well is situated who 
causes, permits or suffers such public 
nuisance, or suffers or permits it to re­ 
main or continue is guilty of a misde­ 
meanor. 
Sec. 2. 
Any person owning, pos­ 
sessing, or occupying any laud upon 
which is situated an artesian well 
who causes, suffers or permits the wa­ 
ter to unnecessarily flow from such 
well or to go to waste is guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 
Sec. 3. An artesian well is defined 
for the the purposes of this act, to be 
any artificial well the waters of which 
will flow over the natural surface of 
the ground adjacent to such well at 
any season of the year. 
Sec. 4. Waste is defined for the pur­ 
poses of this act to be the causing, suf­ 
fering, or permitting the waters flow­ 
ing from such well whether naturally 
or artificially, raised to the surface to 
run into any r*-r -. ereek or other nat­ 
ural water c 
or channel or into 
any street, road, 
ighway or sewer, or 
upon the land of any person other 
than that of the owuer 
of such 
well or upon public lands of the United 
States or of the State of California, 
unless it be used thereon for the pur­ 
poses and in the manner that it m ay 
lawfully be used upon the land of the 
owner of such well, provided that this 
section shall not be construed as to 
prevent the use of such waters for the 
proper irrigation of trees, standing 
along or upou any street road or high­ 
way. 
Sec. 5. Any person violating any of 
the provisious of this Act may be pro­ 
ceeded against for a misdemeanor in 
any Justice’s Court ol the County in 
which such well is located : and' flue.I 
for each offense not less than ten nor 
more than fifty dollars. There shall al­ 
so upon conviction had, in addition o 
such fine be taxed agai ust such party 
the costs of the prosecution. Such 
fine and costs may be enforced by im ­ 
prisonment as m other criminal cases 
and the Justice may also issne an exe­ 
cution upon the judgm ent therein 
rendered and the same may by en­ 
forced und collected as in civil caBes. 
See. 6. It shall be the duty of the 
roadmasters to exam ine the artesian 
wells within their respective districts 
and for that purpose may at all prop­ 
er times enter upon 
the 
premises 
where such well is situated and It 
shall be his duty to institute or cause 
to be instituted crim inal action for 
all violations of the provisions of this 
Act or for all public offeuses defined 
in this act committed 
within such 
district. 
Sec. 7. This Act shall take effect 
and be in force from and after the 1st 
day of July A. D. 1876, and shall ap­ 
ply only to Santa Clara and Lo • * n- 
geles counties.

Public Whipping and Private Beating. 


One of the H e r a l d ’s most valued 
friends, whose superior intelligence 
we respect, and whose excellent judg­ 
ment we have often profited by, dis­ 
sent» from our views on the law pun­ 


ishing wife beaters with the lash, and 
urges as his chief argument against 
the proposition that the man who is 
publicly whipped by the order of a 
Court is so disgraced and humiliated 
that he will never after hold up his 
head in a 
community 
where his 
offense and punishment is known. 
There is much truth in the argument. 
We concede the point and throw into 
the opposite balance theassertiou that 
the man who will whip or lay his 
hand, save in the way of kindness, on 
the woman he has sworn to love, hon­ 
or and cherish, has committed an act 
so disgraceful and humiliating that 
he must be so insensible to feeling 
and such a stranger to the finer emo­ 
tions of the human heart that even 
the public lash could not arouse in 
him a spirit of manly pride and self­ 
respect. It is a hardly tenable as­ 
sumption that the public whipping of 
wife whippers will decrease the stock 
of self respect or increase the number 
of 
gentlemen 
who 
fasten 
their 
gaze on the pavement while walking 
the streets. 
In saying that the wife 
whipper should be punished as he 
punished his victim we do not wish 
to be understood as maintaining that 
women are all angels and that men 
are a ll brutes. Senator R o a c h , the au­ 
thor of the whipping law,no doubt en­ 
tertains opinions of this, from the wo­ 
man’s point of view, rainbow hue, but 
theSeuator was never married. There 
are doubtless scores of kind-hearted, 
high-minded gentlemen, who would 
no more think of striking their wives 
or any woman than of strangling a 
new-born babe, who would not hesi­ 
tate to express the belief that the 
Great Giver of every good and perfect 
gift has sent into this world thousands 
of women, some of wl>»m become the 
wives of men who do not thrash them, 
not because they have not an abun­ 
dance of provocation,but because they 
are patient and long suffering, and 
live in the faith that their happiness 
in the future will be in proportion to 
the misery of the present, or because 
they have a vague consciousness that 
an attempt to whip the wife would re­ 
sult In themselves being unmercifully 
whipped. There is here and there a 
woman whom no man bruteoould live 
with without whipping. It is only by 
marrying a man saint that such a wo­ 
man avoids discolored optics, and 
when she is thus fortunate we fear 
her husband is somewhat skeptical on 
the theory that marriages are made 
in heaven. On the other hand in­ 
stances are quite numerous of a meek 
and gentle woman becoming the slave 
of a man brutu. 
Such a woman has 
our sympathy, and it was for the pro­ 
tection of such a human angel, and 
the punishment of such u human 
brute, that Senator R o a c h drew bis 
whipping post bill. We do not eare 
to discuss the subject from ihe c iv ili­ 
zation and enlightenment standpoint. 
Whole columns of gilt-edged senti­ 
ment and high-toned platitudes are 
ready to the hand of those who would 
neglect the thing that is, to moralize 
of the thing that ouglit to be. 
We 
concede that it is a disgrace to any 
State to find on her statute books a 
law like that drawn up by Senator 
R o a c h . 
It is also a disgrace to find 
in these same pages a law legalizing 
hanging or confinement in the State 
prison, but so long as crimes are com­ 
mitted punishment for crimes must 
be devised. W hy grow maudlin over 
one disgrace and approve others of 
equal or greater magnitude. 


The Commissioners' Bill. 


The following is the substance of 
the O’Conuor Commissioner bill as it 
passed the Senate: 
1. The 
Governor shall 
appoint 
three persons, who shall hold office 
for two years, who stiall be styled 
Commissioners 
of 
Transportation. 
They shall have their office in the 
capítol building at Sacramento, and 
shall he paid by the State $3,000 a 
year each, and may have a Secretary 
at $1,800 a year, which Secretary may 
have $25 a month to pay for an office, 
fuel anil stationery. 
2. These Commissioners shall at 
pleasure inspect 
railways 
in 
this 
State, and may order defective bridg­ 
es, trestling, etc., to be repaired, and 
if the Superintendent of the railway 
refuses to do as thus ordered by them, 
he shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 
3. 
When fifty or more property 
holders residing within ten miles of 
any proposed station, switch or side 
track, petition for the establishment 
of a new station, switch or side track, 
the Commissioners shall hear the ap­ 
plication and decide between the peti­ 
tioners ami the railway, and the rail­ 
way shall comply with the award if it 
be in favor of the petitioners, under 
penalty of forfeiting $100 for each 
day’s neglect; but no new station, 
switch or side track shall, under such 
ordering, be established within six 
miles of another. 
4. The railway companies shall file 
in the office of the County Clerk of 
each county through which their rail­ 
way passes, a verified copy of of their 
passenger aud freight tariffs, together 
with a copy of all their rules, regula­ 
tions and instructions to employes con­ 
cerning the carriage of persons ana 
freight in force on the first day of Jan­ 
uary, 1876; and it shall not he lawful 
to increase those rates. 
5. The railwaycompaniesshall fur­ 
nish these Commissioners all infor­ 
mation they may demand concerning 
the condition, management and ope­ 
ration of the roads. 
6. The companies shall make an 
ánuual report to the Commissioners 
of their stock, debts, cost of road, cost 
of equipments, length, class, number 
of passengers, tons of freight, expen­ 
ditures, income, killed,(either animals 
or persons,jdatnages paid or recovered, 
etc.
